EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Although the prior art 
of record for example Dunn US patent No. 6,668,377 shows a database that stores movie or film 
information along with audio and video data, Kenner et al, shows a system for accessing a 
database containing text and audio video data over the internet. The prior art of record does not 
suggest and "wherein the filmmakers submit the film information necessary for entering one or 
more film festival into said database, such that the film festivals selected by the filmmaker can 
access the film information from said database" as claimed in claim 1 , or "inputting film 
information by a plurality of filmmakers into the database; [c)] inputting film information by one 
or more film festivals into the database" and "wherein the film festivals submit the film 
information necessary for managing one or more film festivals," as specified in claim 7. Claims 
2-6 and 8-15 depend from claims 1 and 7 and are thus allowable for at least the reasons given 
above thus claims 1-1 5 are distinct over the art of record.
